squadron, which'arrived here yesterday, that the, Spanish 
fleet will be met and will offer battle in a day or so. 
The 


enemye's forces will be augmented by about seventeen small 
gunboats now reported at Porto Rico, and all the small war 
craft that got away from Cuba when the blockading squadron 
appeared.
